Several months aqo I received a call from my publisher ^ 
Ellen Ray. She had just received from New Orleans a call from a 
man who identified himself as a former lover of Shaw's. The call 
appeared to be quite legitimate^ was well reinforced factually and 
apparently had given quite a lift to Ellen because of its 
reinforcement of the general thrust of our hook. 

The caller said that very recently he had reJ^j3aed from 
his job with the city and now was Until now, he went 

on, he could make no comment publicly because he had remained *'in 
the closet", even though he was Shaw's lover, until his pension 
came through. Now that he finally felt free to communicate he 
wanted her to know that the hook, which he had read when it first 
came out, was absolutely correct in its description of Shaw and 
Ferrie's involvement in President Kennedy's assassination. When 
he had first heard them "saying things no American should ever 
say", as he put it, he had been throughly shocked but because he 
wanted to keep his relationship with Shaw he kept his mouth shut 
and learned to get use^ to it. The caller said the only thing we 
had wrong in the book was the indication that Ferrie could have 
died of natural causes. He said that what had really happened was 
that Ferrie had started drinking too much and talking too much. 


He indicated, in effect, that everybody )cnew that for that reason 
Ferrie had been murdered. 

I am writing what Ellen told me because you may want an 
effort made to identify and locate this man (for corroborative 
purposes) because of his cooperative attitude. Ellen seems not to 
have got his name but we can probably do this now - if we can 
locate Joe Oster - a former New Orleans detective who has helped 
me in the past and who has more access than most investigators 
because of his reputation for being trustworthy. 

Shaw's previous lover had been with him for years, it 
developes, but then he did the unthinkable, then unforgiveable - 
he had a sex change operation. Shaw then showed him the door. 

This is all very tragic but it may help identify some fo the 
coterie around Shaw “ or at least the one who called Ellen, 

Another lead left by her caller, if my memory is correct, was that 
an associate of Shaw's named Jim (or something close to 

that) agreed with him about the book and his evaluation. 

Only you know just where you are now and whether or not 
this genuine, and apparently strong corroborative factor can be 
structured into the manuscript as it has developed. If you want 
to make a try in this direction, I suggest you call Ellen who will 
have more details than I was able to recall. At the same time,
